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Ex-LIRR Worker 
Caused Speonk 
Derailment, 
Feds Say

former Long Island Rail Road employee 

has been arrested for allegedly entering 
a false train inspection report on a rail that 
was broken and caused a train derailment 
and collision in Speonk two years ago, ac- 
cording to federal authorities. 

Stuart Conklin, 63, of Texas, surrendered 
to authorities on March 18 and was charged 
with knowingly and willfully making a false 
entry in a record or report required to be 
made or preserved. The report is required by 
the LIRR under United States Department of 
Transportation regulations. 

“As alleged, Conklin’s false inspection 
report endangered passengers on a heavily 
used line of the Long Island Rail Road and 
potentially placed scores of riders in harm’s 
way,’ said Seth D. DuCharme, then-acting 
U.S. Attorney for the Eastern District of New 
York. “Today’s arrest sends a strong message 
that this office is committed to ensuring 
integrity in reports that are critical to the safe 
operation of the transport system.” 


At the time of the incident, Conklin was 


a signalman with the LIRR and performed 
regular inspections of all rail bonds. Conklin 
reported that he had completed an inspection 
of a certain rail bond and that it passed 
inspection on April 26, 2019. However, LIRR 
video footage shows he did not inspect that 
rail, federal officials say. 

Then, on May 25, 2019, at about 3 a.m. in 
Speonk, a westbound LIRR train collided 
with the rear of an eastbound train that was 
pulling into a sidetrack to allow the other train 
to pass. An investigation by the LIRR found 
that the rail bond, which Conklin allegedly 
falsely reported as passing inspection, was 
broken and caused the derailment. Conklin 
filed his handwritten resignation six days 
later. 

Conklin appeared before Magistrate Judge 
Ramon Reyes, Jr. in Brooklyn federal court 
on Thursday. Defense attorney Anthony 
LaPinta, of Long Island, represented him. 

“Stuart Conklin was a hard-working and 
loyal LIRR employee,” LaPinta said in an 
email. “I am not convinced that Mr. Conklin‘s 
conduct rises to the level of criminality.” 

Conklin was released on a $25,000 bond 
with conditions. If convicted, Conklin could 
be sentenced up to two years in prison. 


THE SOUTH FORK WIND FARM IS PROJECTED TO PROVIDE ENOUGH ELECTRICTY FOR 70,000 HAMPTONS HOMES. 


NY OKs South Fork Wind Farm

N ew York State regulators granted a key ap- 


proval for a wind farm planned off the coast of 
Montauk, but the project’s developers still have an- 
other hurdle to clear before construction can begin. 

The state Public Service Commission approved on 
March 18 a plan to connect a 7.6-mile, 138,000-volt 
transmission line from the proposed offshore wind 
farm 30 feet under the beach in Wainscott, and 
linking to a substation in the Town of East Hampton. 
The application to construct the 15 850-foot-tall, 
132-megawatt-generating turbines 35 miles off the 
coast is pending before the federal Bureau of Ocean 
Energy Management. 

“With this decision, we demonstrate the clear 
need for the project while avoiding or minimizing 
adverse environmental impacts,” PSC Chair John B. 
Howard said. “Further, this project will play a key 
role in developing much needed clean energy on 
Long Island.” é 

Billed as the first offshore wind farm in the state, 
the plan sparked controversy in Wainscott, where 
opponents seeking to block the line petitioned East 


Hampton town, which previously approved the 
power line, for a vote to incorporate as a village to 
help fight the construction. The town supervisor 
recently ruled the petition invalid, but the petitioners 


have a chance to refile. 
“In the rush to be first, this route has been pushed _ 


through the approval process on an accelerated basis 
with indifference to whether the developers used the 
best available route,” said the petitioners, Citizens 
for the Preservation of Wainscott, whichnmay 
challenge the decision in court. 

South Fork Wind LLC, whose parent companies 
are @rsted and Eversource Energy, cheered the 


decision. 


“We thank the PSC and its staff for its diligent 
review over a more than two-year period that 
included extensive analysis from experts across 
multiple state agencies and considerable input from 
the East Hampton community,” said Meaghan 
Wims, a spokeswoman for the company. “We expect 
South Fork Wind to be fully permitted by January 
2022, with construction activities ramping up soon 
thereafter and the wind farm in-operations by the 
end of 2023.” —

What Could Go Wrong With the Pay Parking Laws Here This Summer?

his summer, 
the villages 
of East Hamp- 
ton, Sag Harbor 
and perhaps soon 
Southampton are 
putting in paid park- 
ing in downtown lots. There won't 
be parking meters, though. Instead, 
youll pay on your cell phone. You 
pull into a parking space, whip out 
your phone, tap an app, and buy the 
number of hours you want in the spot 
you've just parked in. Later, if you see 
you are about to go over the time, you 
don’t have to run out to your car. Just 
tap the app again and buy another 
hour. They charge your credit card. 

Prices will vary from village to vil- 
lage, but basically it will cost about 
two bucks for up to three hours. There 
will be a maximum number of hours 
you can buy. And if you don’t choose 
to use the app, you can dial a phone 
number and pay that way. Small signs 
in the downtowns will tell you the 
number to call. But there’s something 
wrong with this. How can you call if 
you don’t own a phone? I’m not aware 
of any payphones downtown anymore. 

It will also matter where you come 
from. In East Hampton, if you live 
in the village, you park free. If you 
live in the Town of East Hampton — 
Amagansett, Wainscott, Montauk and 
Springs, where I live — you get 3 hours 
free. But if you live anywhere else, 
from Kalamazoo to Timbuktu, you 
pay from the get-go. 

Police officers will be driving by us- 
ing license plate zappers to see where 
you are from. The information goes 
immediately up to a database in Alba- 
ny. And a message comes back down 
giving them the info. Then they know 
what to do: A ticket. Or a tow. 

As you can see, this parking pro- 
gram raises all sorts of questions. 
But you can get all the answers if you 
google the company that the villages 


are working with. The company is 
called ParkMobile. Everything is cov- 
ered. They've done this before in other 
places. They’ve got all the answers. 
On the other hand, there’s what 
happened to my wife and me in East 
Hampton one cold day.in April years 
ago when the police first began using 
license plate zappers to ticket cars. 
We'd parked our Chevy Tahoe by the 


curb in front of Citarella market right | 


smack in the center of town and were 


off to do-a little shopping. We were in ~ : 
a two-hour parking zone so we. were 


aware of the time. No parking police 
chalking tires would get us. But com- 
ing out of Citarella carrying our shop- 
ping bags — we'd saved that for last be- 
cause we were getting perishable items 


from there — we were astonished to — “eM

see three police cars with flashing 
lights blocking our car. One was in 
the front, another in the back, a third 
one double parked alongside. Stand- 
ing by were officers in full regalia. One 
was even directing traffic around the 
police car blocking the lane, so traffic 
on Main Street was backing up. Our 
Tahoe was trapped! And inside, our 
sheepdog Moo had his head halfway 
out the down window, wagging his tail 
happily. This was exciting! 

I had my key out. One of the officers 
stepped in front ofme. ~— 

“Don’t go near it,” he said. 

“Is there something wrong?” 

“Yes. We're towing it away.” - 


I started to think. First thought was, © 


what, a bomb? But that couldn't be. 
What else? Inside the SUV I had up- 
to-date inspection, registration, and 
insurance cards available. I asked an 
officer what was wrong. He said they 
were expecting information from Al- 
bany. 

The next three minutes were taken 
up with me stupidly saying there was 
no reason to tow my car and him say- 
ing yes there was, over and over. 

“Stay on the curb,” he said, pointing. 
We set down the grocery bags. And I 
looked at the passenger door.

Though what happens if 
somebody is in that spot you've paid 
for when you get there for your time? 

Yes, ParkMobile surely has a work- 
around for that.

Police Reform Plans and 


Recommendations Sweep the East End

n response to Gov. Andrew Cuomo’s directive 

for local governments to review their police de- 
partment’s practices and develop a reform plan by 
April 1, the East End villages and towns are final- 
izing their plans with positive recommendations to 
address potentially biased policing, diversity on the 
force, community engagement, officer wellness and 
more. 

Village of East Hampton: East Hampton vil- 
lage’s police review committee puts forth several re- 
form recommendations that would require local and 
New York State legislative changes. The statewide 
reform suggestion is a change to the state agency 
hiring process that would eliminate the one-in- 
three rule that requires applicants be selected from 


the top three civil service exam scores and, instead, 


allow municipalities to maintain a preferred list of 
sponsored candidates to choose from. On a local 
level, the village intends to regularly share arrest, 
traffic stop and use-of-force data with the public. It 
has also created new police training programs that 
will roll out this year—topics include implicit bias, 
de-escalation, principled policing and consular ac- 
cess. 

Village of Southampton: Included in the 
Southampton village plan is a call for more diver- 
sity in hiring, the introduction of body cameras, 
increased data transparency, leadership training, 
social media background checks and a promise to 


better address officer wellness and safety. The vil-. 


lage will also explore the idea of deploying unarmed 
officers to address quality of life issues, parking 


tickets and other calls where the chance of escala- 
tion are incredibly low. Additionally, the village will 
address a concern that came up when discussing a 
homeless individual in Southampton, by encourag- 
ing mental health programs to open in Stony Brook 
Southampton Hospital. 

Village of Sag Harbor: Like East Hampton, 
the final draft of Sag Harbor’s reform plan is criti- 
cal of the one-in-three rule, as well as the require- 
ment that applicants must live in the municipality 
they intend to serve. Key reform recommendations 
include annual training on intrinsic bias, de-esca- 
lation and mental health issues; a commitment to 
increasing the racial diversity of new hires to match 
the demographic of Sag Harbor, which includes 
several historically Black neighborhoods; forming 
an advisory group with representatives from these 
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neighborhoods to discuss best police practices; plac- 
ing a school resource officer in the village school; 
purchasing body cameras; increasing the transpar- 


_ency of officers’ disciplinary records; and providing 


affordable housing or relaxing residential require- 
ments for new recruits. As of this month, officers 
have begun receiving daily training bulletins elec- 
tronically, in addition to their weekly policy updates. 

Village of Quogue: The Quogue plan includes 
several measures to increase outreach to the Latino 
community, especially non-English speakers, in- 
cluding meetings with the nonprofit advocacy group 
OLA of Eastern Long Island; adding Spanish-lan- 
guage public announcements, forms and answering 
machine messages; increasing the number of avail- 
able interpreters; and identifying a native Spanish 
speaker to sponsor for the part-time Suffolk County 
Police Academy program, in hopes of hiring them as 
a bilingual Quogue officer. Going forward, all citi- 
zen complaints, use-of-force reports and instances 
of officer misconduct will be reviewed by the mayor 
and the trustee-liaison with the police department. 
Additionally, body cameras are being considered to 


replace or supplement the department’s dash cam- 


eras; officers are being taught de-escalation and 
non-lethal response techniques; and officer wellness 
programs are being offered. 

Village of Westhampton Beach: To improve 
transparency and illuminate any potential bias, it 
has been recommended that the village’s current 
stop/search/arrest record system be replaced with 
one that allows for more efficient demographic data 
tracking. Further recommendations found in the 
draft reform plan include obtaining quotes for body 
camera and in-car camera upgrades, partnering 
with the Suffolk County Sheriff's Department on a 
child ID program, updating department policies to 
obtain accredited status from the New York Division 
of Criminal Justice Services and improving positive 
engagement with the community. Plans to increase 
diversity on the force include the desire to hire a 
woman to the next open full-time position. : 


Town of East Hampton: East Hampton town’s | 


police reform committee boiled its recommenda- 
tions down into a half-dozen main ideas, some of 
which will require state and federal government 
grants as well as years of planning to enact. Included 
in the roadmap are improving police-community re- 
lations by regularly releasing crime statistics — in- 
cluding reports on when police use force — making 
it easier for civilians to file complaints, as well as im- 


proving implicit bias, conflict resolution and de-es- 


calation training for officers. The plan also calls for 


-modernizing police procedural rules to ensure state 


and federal mandate compliance and maintaining a 
post-reform process civilian committee to évaluate 
the progress and effectiveness of the plan.

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Town of Southampton: Like many local agen- 
cies, Southampton town’s police reform committee 
agreed that enhancing public outreach was a top pri- 
ority by, among other things, expanding community 
presentations to add an open line of communication 
with residents on local enforcement issues. Other 
recommendations included adding more foot patrols 
to increase police visibility, increase diversity in hir- 
ing, institute social media background checks for

new hires, ramp up anti-bias and sensitivity train- 
ing, address language barriers, improve protocols 
for police encounters with the public, and expand 
the department’s body camera pilot program to 
be departmentwide. It also called for expanding 
diversion programs for youths who are first-time 
offenders, adding more police supervisors to the 


_ Staff, collaborating with neighboring departments, 


and allowing for follow-up reviews of the reforms. 

Town of Shelter Island: First on the list of 
Shelter Island’s town police reform plans was in- 
creasing the diversity of the department to better 
reflect the demographics of the community. The 
department will also require officers to attend ad- 
ditional implicit bias training, add resources to 
improve interactions with residents who have lan- 
guage barriers, and simplify the complaint process 
for the public. In addition, the department will 
reform its social media policy, institute a vehicle/ 
body camera program, step up community rela- 
tions and crime data reporting, as well as ensure 
proper medical response for individuals who need 
mental health assistance. 

Town of Southold: This North Fork town’s 
police reform recommendations include enhanc- 
ing de-escalation training, improving police staff- 
ing schedules, enhancing mental health services 
available to officers, and giving refresher training 
to 911 operators. It also calls for expanding on 
the department’s relationship with mental health 
service providers, improving the diversity of new 
hires, amending the use-of-force and discrimina- 
tion policies, more anti-bias training, and better 
investigations of civilian complaints. It also plans 
to enact a body camera program in the next year, 
improve bilingual services, and establish a stand- 
ing advisory Southold Town Community-Police 
Partnership Committee to assess the plan. 

Town of Riverhead: Finally, Riverhead town’s 
police reform plans similarly echoed many other 
department’s plans, such as improving the diver- 
sity of new hires, expanding anti-bias training, 
enhancing its community relations, and increasing 
the public reporting of crime data. Riverhead also 
plans to enact a Personnel Complaint Civilian Re- 
view Panel, simplify the complaint process, imple- 
ment the use of body cameras, and increase trans- 
parency in use-of-force incidents. Like other East 
End departments, some of the plans have already 
been enacted, while others may take several years 
to roll out. 
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Recycling Bill Would Deal Blow to Newspaper Biz

N ew York State Sen. Todd Kamin- 
sky and a host of colleagues have 
introduced legislation that shifts the 
responsibility and costs of recycling 
from municipalities to the producers 
of packaging and paper products. The 
legislation is called the Extended Pro- 
ducer Responsibility Act, and in other 
countries around the world, newspa- 
pers have been exempted from these 
recycling initiatives. New York should 
follow suit. 

In Canada, this product-focused ap- 
proach is referred to as product stew- 
ardship. And while each Canadian 
province has adopted different stew- 
ardship models, there are strong simi- 
larities in how newspapers are treated. 
Their approach is consistent with how 
newspapers are managed in recycling 
regimes all over the world. Newspapers 
have been treated differently in recog- 
nition of the fact that they provide a 
public benefit, that they can make a sig- 
nificant contribution to public educa- 
tion on recycling, and that they are not 
a packaged good like other materials in 
the recycling stream. 


‘uct: There are no contents and no 


Newspapers perform an impor- 
tant role in our democracy, and 
they are not a consumable prod- 


packaging—the two are indistin- 
guishable. Treating newspapers 
like packaged goods discriminates 
unfairly against newspapers—the 
packaged goods industry makes 
no investment in contents of 
their packages, just the packaging 
itself. 

Further, newspapers have been 
good stewards of the environment 
for decades. In 1989 New York’s 
newspaper industry entered into a 
voluntary agreement with New York 
State to increase their usage of recycled 
newsprint to 40% by the year 2000. Re- 


cycling damages the fiber in newsprint, — 


so a minimum of 50% new fiber is re- 
quired to maintain quality. Newsprint 
with too little new fiber tears when the 
presses are running and causes the ink 
to blot. 

Newsprint accounts for less than 7% 
of solid waste in a typical community. 

Newspapers are environmentally 
sound—publishers use the remains of 
what other industries discard, recycled

fiber. Newspapers are compostable (you 
can use them in your vegetable garden), 
they are remanufactured (used to pro- 
duce home insulation and packaging 
materials):They are reusable, biode- 
gradable, and the ink is non-toxic, made 
from organic materials such as soy and 
linseed oil. 

The U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency reported the following recy- 
cling rates for 2018: Plastic—8.5%, alu- 
minum—17.2%, rubber/leather—18.2%, 
glass—25%, newspapers—68.2%. 

Newspapers should be exempted 
from this legislation because they 


are already recycled at a rate far 
higher than any other recyclable 
product. 

The proposed legislation will not 
increase or improve the recycling 
of newspapers — it will simply shift 
the cost of recycling from munici- 
palities to newspapers. Newspapers 
are already suffering from revenue 
declines caused by COVID-19 and 
big tech platforms. Burdening 
newspapers with the cost of reey- 
cling will result in layoffs, further 
eroding citizen access to essential 

local news and information. 

Newspapers are good citizens, and 
they are cheerleaders and watchdogs for 
the communities they serve. New York’s 
newspapers will be pleased to enter 
into a voluntary agreement to support,

promote and educate readers and com- 


munity leaders about the importance of 
recycling. New York's legislators should 
consider the devastating impact this 
legislation will have on newspapers, 
and subsequently, citizens’ access to lo- 
cal journalism.

With 18th Century Roots Lands on the Market for $28.5M

historic Bridgehampton home that has been 

given a new life during a massive renovation in 
recent years hit the market Tuesday, March 15. Of- 
fered for $28.5 million, the house at 25 Quimby Lane 
is listed with Frank Newbold and Beate V. Moore of 
Sotheby’s International Realty. 

Once known as Palmer Cottage, the home was 
originally built in 1700 by Albert and Cornelia 
Palmer. In the 19th century, the property was 
later leased to the inventor E.E. Quimby, a pat- 
ent lawyer who sold lightning rods. He eventu- 
ally bought the surrounding 32 acres and then 
built the family compound in his name. The home 
was rebuilt in 1902 in the cottage style and was 
expanded to include a third floor boasting ocean 
views. 

Chris Mitchell, the former publisher of Vanity 
Fair, and Pilar Guzman, former editor in chief of 
Condé Nast Traveler and co-founder of social plat- 
form The Swell, purchased the home, now set on a 
gated 2.33 acres, in 2019. They oversaw an extensive

renovation and restoration effort under the expert 
eye of Anne Sherry, a Sag Harbor-based architect. 
The house had been stripped of its historical char- 
acter by prior owners, the couple told Bloomberg 
in announcing their home is on the market. They 
took inspiration from the original exterior, 


“We added on a wing, and we said 
we want to make it bigger, but make 
it seem like it was expanded ‘organi- 
cally’ over time,” she said. 

The home, with its covered front 
porch, features a premium quality, 
high-style custom design throughout 
the 12,000 square feet of living space on 
four floors, including a full finished lower lev- 
el. During the renovation, they uncovered 30-foot- 
long pieces of timber that had been used as vertical 
supports and used them as room ties and ceiling 
details, according to the Bloomberg article.

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Bob Balaban Directs a 
Comedy About Dying at Guild Hall 


PROMOTIONAL ART FOR SQUEAKY AT GUILD HALL

he saying “write what you know” might be con- 

sidered trite, but it’s certainly not without truth. 
Writers often mine from personal history and expe- 
rience to tell some of their most potent stories. Jeff 
Cohen, a Drama Desk-winning playwright, found 
inspiration in the last years of his father’s life for 
Squeaky, a new play that will have a virtual reading 
presented by Guild Hall on March 28, directed by 
Hamptonite and iconic director Bob Balaban. 

The play tells the story of Cohen’s late father, Stan, 
affectionately known as Squeaky, as he and his fam- 
ily deal with end-of-life issues. It’s heavy subject 
matter, to be sure, but Squeaky is actually a comedy 
with a powerhouse cast. Squeaky is played by the 
prolific and iconic Harris Yulin; Mark Kudish plays 
Jeff, based on the playwright himself; Ben Shenk- 
man is Rob, Jeff’s brother with whom he shares a 
tenuous relationship; Latanya Richardson Jackson 
is Connie, Squeaky’s caretaker; and Jessica Hecht 
plays Sandy, Jeff and Rob’s estranged mother. 

“The play is an autobiographical memoir in stage 
form about my dad in the last few years of his life,” 
Cohen explains. “It’s about the relationship between 
me and my brother and the big fights we had about 
how to care for him. I think everybody of a certain 


generation now is dealing with aging parents and 
long-buried antagonisms with siblings. All that stuff 
comes back in a very fraught way. Having said all 
that, it’s a comedy.” The play deals with the compli- 
cated relationship between Cohen and his brother, 
who has not read the script. 

“One of the challenges of the play was to not make 
myself the hero and not make him the villain, but 
to show how well-meaning people can disagree,” he 
says. Balaban took the directing gig after the reading 
had already been cast, partly due to the strength of 
the participating actors. Guild Hall patrons know 
that Balaban has directed a few readings for Guild 
Hall over the course of the pandemic. 

“They called me and said, ‘There’s a play, it’s 
cast, if you like it we'd like you to direct it.’ It was as 
simple as that,” Balaban says. This is the first col- 
laboration between Balaban and Cohen. “The script 
made me curious. I thought it was well-written, I 
thought the characters were terrific and that this 
could be a lot of fun and either we could do a read- 
ing and that’s what it’ll be or we'll know from the 
reading that it should be a play that should stand on 
its own.” Balaban notes that he likes to do a reading 
of any script he takes on before a full production. 

“We're going to have a little rehearsal, not too 
much, but with these actors it’s going to be fully 
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developed right out of the gate because they’re so 
good,” he says. “It’s magical. In my experience, 
sometimes the best version of some of the plays 
I’ve been in and watched develop are the first time 
people read it.” For Balaban and many theater folk, 
virtual readings have been an outlet during the 
pandemic, which shut down the performing arts 
industry. 

“Well, since it’s the only thing we could do, it is 
what it is. It’s not fussy. You can’t worry too much,” 
he says. Last year, Balaban directed Alec Baldwin 
and Julianne Moore in a reading of Same Time Next 
Year and was thrilled with the results. “It’s a joy to 
watch wonderful actors read something. It turned 
out really nicely. Even I, who had spent some time 
thinking about it, when they sat down to record it, 
the amazing thing was that it was two wonderful ac- 
tors reading. Periodically, because they didn’t know 
the play very well, you'd hear it spring to life.” 

Of course, any further production of Squeaky 
would be contingent on the pandemic ending. “A 
reading is wonderful,” says Cohen, “But it’s kind of 
like dinner without the dessert. My hope is that we 
could develop it as a production [at Guild Hall] and 
see whether it strikes a chord with people.”

Your work is realistic but has 
a very distinctive style. How 
has your work evolved over the 
years?

ast Enders know that Long Island 

wines are something special, but 
the local industry, which is less than 
50 years old, is in many ways still 
making a name for itself.

Gewtirztraminer, released under the 
Dr. Dan label. “To get the Governor's 
Cup...you can’t do better than that!” 
she says. “We haven't really done a 
Gewiirztraminer before. The fruit 
was really good, the winemaker 
and our staff had decided to do this 
under our Dr. Dan signature label, 
named after my father, the founder 
of Pindar Vineyards.” Addition- 
ally, the white blend won 
Best in Class. “We were 
just so proud, especially 
because they were spe- 
cially made in honor of 
my dad, and to come 
up on top with those 
two, I was extremely 
proud.” 
Dr. Dan’s Gewiirztramin- 
er’s nose shows roses, ginger 
and allspice, while the palate is tan- 
gerine, apricot and pineapple. Tast- 
ing notes suggest it be served chilled 
with spicy foods, sea food, poultry and 
soft, mild cheeses. 
Damianos-Conroy explains that 
the climate and winemaking came

together for a perfect year. “Those 
particular vines are extremely old 
vines—they were some of the first 
planted, from the 

late ’70s,” she says, 
which makes the 
awards all the 
more special to 
her and her fam- 
ily. “My dad was 
a true pioneer 
of the industry. 
We were young 
kids when he 
started _ Pin- 
dar, and he 
had so much 
passion about 
building the 
industry out 
east. My broth- 
ers worked the 
fields most week- 
ends. I worked in the 
tasting rooms growing up, 
listening to my dad’s tours, 


listening to him educate people on 
wine. Back in the early ’80s, there 
wasn’t a wine industry out east.” 

Affectionately known as Dr. Dan, 
Dr. Herodotus Damianos helped in- 
form Long Islanders and tourists 
about wine before the East End was a 
destination for wine.

Leg Wars 


When the Sculpture of Giant Legs on a Lawn in Sag Harbor Met the Authorities

i, ast week, after nearly a year of 
.4 vigorous and continuous debate, 
the Village of Sag Harbor finally 
ruled that the fabulous 16-foot, 1-inch 
sculpture entitled “Legs” done by the 
late artist Larry Rivers standing on 
- the lawn of the home of Sylvia Lehr 
and Ruth Vered has got to go. They are 
in violation of at least four sections of 
chapter 55 of the Village code. 

- Tt does not matter that Lehr and 
Vered are the owners of probably the 
most influential art gallery on the east 
end. It also doesn’t matter that their 
home was originally a church and 
later on both an art gallery itself and 
after that the home of the celebrated 
artist Abraham Rattner who used the 
main interior nave as his art studio. 

There are violations. The legs, as an 
accessory structure, are less than the 
required 34 feet from the property 
line. They are taller than the maxi- 
mum height allowed for accessory 
structures of 15 feet. Of course, you 
could consider the legs as a mounted 
object on the side of the building how- 
ever. They are bolted to the side of the 
house at the hip. But in that case, the 
legs are still in violation, extending 
out further from the house than the 
maximum allowed of 18 inches. The 
legs are female after all and the hips 
_ are wider than the 18 inches. 

There was a fourth violation but for 
the moment, in the absence of my copy 
of the final decision which I seem to 
have misplaced, I cannot tell you what 
it is. : 

The truth is, however, that none of 
this mattered to the powers that be 
in Sag Harbor. What mattered was 
that the neighbors did not like look- 
ing out their windows at sexy legs 16 
feet high. And what mattered to the 
neighbors is what mattered to the vil- 
lage trustees. These were registered 
voters. The trustees would find a way. 

The truth also is that all through 
Sag Harbor and elsewhere in the 
Hamptons, there exist wonder- 
ful sculptural works of art on front 
lawns of great estates that would

surely by the same measure be in 
violation of one or another of these 
sections of code 55, but which are left 
alone. Works of art are wonderful. 
There are also other objects in Sag 
Harbor, archways, gatehouses, metal 
gates, gazing globes, tombstones and 
bird baths that are now in violation 


‘and should be removed but will not. 


For. example, the sacred five foot 
tall neon SAG HARBOR sign bolted 
to the front wall of the Sag Harbor 
Theatre will have to come down. It 
extends out 22 inches, far more than 
the allowed 18. 

Why none of these things will come 
down however is that none of them 
are disembodied 16-foot-tall very out- 
rageous, naked, sexy white legs. And 
that’s the problem. There is nothing in 


the code that differentiates a statue of 
legs with a statue of, say, the Revolu- 
tionary War hero who led the famous 
nighttime Meigs’ Raid against the 
British, resulting in the burning of the 
British encampment by Long Wharf, 


the killing of a few Redcoats and the © 


making off with at least two British 
prisoners. The village historians and 
trustees would prostrate themselves 
in ecstasy before a 160foot-tall statue 
of this war hero. 

This is Sag Harbor, after all, an old 
whaling village where all the stores 
are mom-and-pop owned, all the his- 
tory is accurate, and where there’s a 
metal hobby horse in front of the Five 
and Ten into which you can put in a 
quarter and enjoy watching the hobby 
horse try very gently to displace your 


4 year old while playing Merry Go 
Round music. In the 40 years it’s been 
there, it has never succeeded. Come 
to think of it, the hobby horse also 
will have to go. It too is an accessory 
structure less than 34 feet from the 
property line. 

Will Sylvia Lehr and Vered chal- 
lenge this decision in the courts and 
fight for their first amendment rights 
all the way up to the U.S. Supreme 
Court? Will Lehr and Vered now wait 
60 days and if all the other things 
in violation do not come down go on 
a wild rampage tearing the town’s 
offending law breaking violations 
apart?

A Legendary Figure in Native-American Affairs Visits the Hamptons

R ussell Means, the Indian activist 
and actor, is a frequent visitor to 
the Hamptons. I caught up with him 
last week at the farm and studio of Inis 
Serran-Pegan in Southampton, where 
he has been spending some time. He 
and Inis are old friends. 

Means was born and spent his early 
years on the Sioux Indian reservation 
between Nebraska and South Dakota. 
When he was 6 years old, World War 
II ended. His father came home. He 


was a trained welder and auto me- 
chanic and moved the family to the 
San Francisco Bay Area. He got a job 
at the submarine base in Vallejo, Cali- 
fornia on Maie Island just below Napa. 
He moved Russell, his two younger 
brothers, and his wife and himself into 
a housing project in that town. 

“Those were the days,” Means said. 
“When a welder could raise a family of 
six with his wife not working.” 

By the time Means was 13, the fami- 
ly had moved to a house that his father 
had bought. It cost $11,000. 

Means went to high school in San 
Leandro, California. When he was 16, 
he quit high school. 


“I wanted to go out to make my first 
million,” he said. “I took a train to the 
Winnabego reservation in Nebraska, 
20 miles. south of Sioux City. I got 
odd jobs. I rode a plow behind a trac- 
tor. I hauled scrap metal for one cent 
a pound. And after a while, I thought, 
I am not going to make a million this 
way.” 

After a year, Means went back to 
California, finished up at San Leandro, 
and then when to Oakland City College 
(which is Meritt College today). 

“I started out to be a high school 
history teacher after I graduated, and 
to that end moved to Los Angeles,” 
Means said. “This was the mid and 


late-1960s and the whole country, the 
young people anyway, were protest- 
ing the Vietnam War. I considered 
the situation of my own people, and 
in 1969, joined the American Indian 
movement, embarking on my career 
as a militant Indian.” 

For the next four years, Russell 
Means organized Indian rights pro- 
tests in places such as Plymouth Rock, 
Mount Rushmore and Martha’s Vine- 
yard. Each one bigger and more effec- 
tive then the one before, slowly gaining 
prominence as a leader in that move- 
ment. In 1972, he led a group of Indian 
activists on the take over of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs in Washington, D.C. 
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A movie was made from this event en- 
titled, Seven Days in November. 

The following year, along with an- 
other Indian activist named Dennis 
Banks, Means lead a group of between 
100 and 200 people to the takeover of 
a trading post call Wounded Knee on 
the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation. 


‘ They remained there for 71 days. Sur- 


rounded by the eighth army, people 
m the CIA, and the Pentagon. As 
around the country tens of thousands 
of people protested. 

“While we were at Wounded Knee,” 
Means said, “600 people were arrested 
around the country. Three-hundred- 
and-twenty went to trail, and none 
were convicted.” 

At Wounded Knee, Means issued 
demands to the American govern- 
ment. He wanted the White House to 
look into the broken treaties with the 
Indians. He wanted the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee to write new treaties 
with the Indians. And he wanted the 

partment of the Interior to inves- 


tigate human rights violations. As 
- siege went on with nothing done, 


worse. . 
“These were the days of Nixon and 


demands and we souidn’ t back down. 
But the government wanted this over. 


They had Haldeman, Erlickman and 
Mitchell trying to deal with it. At one 


- point they called us and said ‘consoli- 


date your demands to six and we'll cut 


_adeal’. They really didn’t know what to 


do. So they gave us pretty much what 
we wanted and we finally lay down our 
arms on May 8. After which leaving 
Wounded Knee the government broke 
its first promise.” 

That promise was broken with the 
arrest of Means and Banks. The trail 
was held in St. Paul, Minnesota and 
lasted for 8 1/2 months. And at the end 
the judge threw out all of the charges. 
The judge received altered evidence 
and subsequently allowed the defense 
to expose the crookedness of the FBI 
and the U.S. Department of Justice. 
This was the first time that had ever 
happened. 

“How did your parents feel about all 
of this?” I asked. 

“Well, my dad had died in 1967,” he 
said. “But my mother was proud of me.” 

The protest of the late “60s and 
early “7os revolutionized the relation- 
ship between the government and the 
American Indians. 

“I think I helped in bringing self 
dignity and self pride to the American 
Indians,” Means said. “You have to re- 
alize that as a separate nation, within 
a nation the constitution doesn’t apply 
to us. And we are under triple jeopar- 
dy. We are beholden to our tribe, to the 


state and to the federal government. 
And we are overseen by the Congress 
whose police arm is the FBI. We don’t 
even have access to the Supreme Court 
as a nation.” 

For many years after the traumatic 
effects of the protests and the changes 
that occurred, Means had an office 
in the United Nations, as part of the 
International Indian Treaty Coun- 
cil. It was located across from the 
Secretariat Building at 77 UN Plaza. 
Means went on speaking engagements 
around the country after that. And at 
various times lived in Los Angeles, 
Phoenix, Albuquerque, Cleveland and 
Rapid City, North Dakota before set- 
tling where he is now in San Jose, New 
Mexico. He’s been married five times 
and has 15 children. It was in 1981, on 
one of those speaking engagements 
that he met Inis Serran-Pegan. 


“Tt was the 100th anniversary of 
when Red Cloud spoke,” Means said. 
“It was at Cooper Union. And after 
I spoke, I met him. He was getting a 
masters degree in anthropology. He 
said that he was interested in Indian 
affairs. So, I said come on out to Black 
Hills, South Dakota. Come see what 
we're doing. We have retaken 800 
acres there and we are trying to re- 
build a Holy Land.” 

Beginning in the 1980s Means be- 
gan a new career, as a movie actor. He 
has starred in five films. The Last of 
the Mohicans, Natural Born Killers, 
Wagons East with John Candy, Wind 
Runner, and in recent years Pocahon- 
tas (he played the voice of the father). 

“And then there is a new one this 
winter called 29 Palms,” he said. 
think it is kind of another Pulp Fic- 
tion.” 


And now he is embarking on still a 
third career. He is running for gover- 
nor of the state of New Mexico next 
November as an independent, but on a 
libertarian platform. 

“I am concerned about what is go- 
ing on in the world,” he said. “What 
is going on is globalization and I don’t 
believe in it. With global media we’re 
losing our personal relationships. Our 
culture is crumbling. And we have be- 
gun to implode. In the last 25 years, we 
have had 10 wars and we have bombed 
12 countries. People feel powerless 
and the government has robbed them 
of their individuality and surely of 
their power. We have a great country, 
but there are many people who are 
suppressed, oppressed and repressed. 
And everyone seems to be in denial 
about it. That is why I am running for 
governor.”

t has been a bad year for the tech 

world. Sony introduced EMarker at 
the beginning of the year. This was a 
small electronic device with a single 
button on it. You are listening to the 
radio and hear a song you like but 
can’t quite remember the name of. You 
press the button. Later, you take your 
EMarker to your computer which has 
been loaded with EMarker software 
and PRESTO, on the computer screen 
it tells you what the song was. 

Nobody wanted EMarker. It was 
taken off the market in October. 

Another kind of device that nobody 
wanted was an ez-on internet appli- 
ance. 3Com came out with one. Called 
Audrey, it would sit on your kitchen 
counter next to your blender and toast- 
er and, if you turned it on, receive and 
send your email. 

Nobody wanted Audrey either. 

There are people who have bought 
cellular. phones capable of receiving 
and showing movies to you. Nobody 
wants them. There are cellular phones 
that send and receive email. 

Nobody wants them either. 

Now a local Long Island boy has 
come out with something called a 
Segway that many think is the biggest 
invention since the lightbulb. It looks 
roughly like an old fashioned lawn 
mower. Between the wheels, however, 
instead of cutting blades, there is a 
platform. You stand on it, and you hold 
onto a set of handlebars that attach 
to a stalk extending back down to the 
platform. You do not fall over. In fact, if 
you think about going forward you go 
forward. If you think about stopping 
you stop. Something is powering it. It 
climbs stairs with you on it. Twist your 
right hand on the handlebar it goes 
right. Twist your left hand on the han- 
dlebar it goes left. If you think about 
going backwards it goes backward. 

The secret of the Segway lies in twin 
computer motherboards that are po- 
sitioned underneath the rubber mat 
where you put your feet. Under all 
circumstances, this computer sends a 
message to the wheels to keep the stalk 
up straight. You cannot knock it over. 
As for movement, if you think about 
moving forward, your body automati- 
cally leans forward, which the comput- 


er senses and then has the wheels roll 
forward. A wall coming up in front of 
you? You instinctively move back onto 
your heels just a little. The Segway 
stops. You get the idea. 

The Segway has no engine, no gear- 
shift, no steering wheel and no brakes. 
It has a battery and six gyroscopes that 
use the computer to send messages 
back and forth to one another. The 
Segway weighs about 60 pounds, plugs 
in to recharge the battery — an hour 
recharge gives you two hours of use — 
and an be set to have a top speed of as 
little as‘5 miles an hour and as much as 
17 miles an hour. 

The inventor of this thing is Dean 
Kamen, a young man who grew up in 
Rockville Centre, the son of one of the 
founders of MAD Magazine. He went 
to college, dropped out and soon there- 
after made a fortune inventing and de- 
veloping things, mostly for the medi- 
cal industry. He invented the insulin 
pump, the heart stent and the first por- 
table dialysis machine. He also invent- 
ed the first drug-infusion pump which 
enables doctors to delivery steady and 
precise doses of medicine to patients. 

He stumbled upon the idea of the 
Segway while developing an electric 
powered wheelchair capable of going 
up and down stairs. Modifying this 
makes a whole new transportation de- 
vice, not just for people in wheelchairs, 
but for everybody, he thought. 

Kamen employs 200 scientists and 
technicians in a laboratory along the 
Merrimack River in Manchester, New 
Hampshire. With the money he has 
made, he’s built a 34,000-square-foot 
home nearby. He owns a Porsche, a 
Hummer and two helicopters, and on 
his property he has a regulation base- 
ball diamond complete with grand- 
stands and overhead lighting for night 
games. He wears exactly the same 
thing every day — a blue denim work 
shirt, blue jeans and boots from LL 
Bean. He’s 50 years old and a bachelor. 

Kamen and his marketing people 
think this is far more than a toy. And 
they are afraid it might be perceived as 
just a toy. So they have decided to in- 
troduce the Segway for one year only to 
large companies that might have a real 
use for it. They have approached the 
Post Office, the National Parks Service 
and Federal Express. 

Think of it. People who have to go 
several hours through a residential 
neighborhood, or a vast warehouse or

an outdoor. rural tourist destination 
who, up until now, did it on foot, or on 
a bicycle, or — think about it — on a 
horse. The Segway handles very much 
the way you handle a horse. 

Kamen says the device “empowers 
pedestrians.” And it can go all day on 
about 5 cents worth of electricity. 

In anticipation of his corporate 
launch, Kamen has been inviting ma- 
jor executives to come to Manchester 
and test drive a prototype. Steve Jobs 
of Apple called it the biggest thing 
since the PC. Sixty-five-year-old Andy 
Grove of Intel who protested his bal- 
ance is terrible learned how to use it in 
five minutes. 

The Segway will cost corporations 
about $8,000 per unit. In a 77,00- 
square-foot factory in Manchester, 
Kamen expects to be able to produce 
about a quarter million of them this 
year. Next year, when the Segway is 
made available to the general public, 
the cost will be about $3,000. But from 
there it will come down. 

In five to 10 years, Kamen believes, 
the Segway will be the vehicle of choice 
in big cities. He thinks it makes perfect 


sense for short trips. We shall see. 
Certainly there is little question that 
the Segway can be an expensive toy. 
In rural areas, such as the Hamptons, 
however, it does not seem to make very 
much sense as a transportation vehicle. 
Things such as electric bicycles, mo- 
peds, motorscooters, skateboards and 
regular scooters have had only limited 
success. And on some of these vehicles, 
most notably those chrome plated 
scooters that were all the rage last 
summer, there were lots of injuries. 
Still, the more I think about it the 
more I like it. In its present configura- 
tion, the Segway weighs too much to 
throw into the back of your car easily. 
But if future Segways can be lighter, 
people could drive their cars to rural 
areas and then Segway into town. A 
two-mile walk takes 20 minutes. A 
two-mile Segway ride takes nine min- 
utes. And the sensation on it is similar 
to that of being on a moving sidewalk. 
Or, as someone else put it, wearing 
“magic sneakers.” 
There are more questions. Licens- 
ing. Regulating. Helmets? Street or 
sidewalk? We shall see.

A Lovely Life Together

hey met on a film set in 1944 and 

wed a year later. She was 19. He 
was 46. He was in his third unhappy 
marriage. 

But unlike the Brangelinas and 
Bennifers who come and go, Lauren 
Bacall and Humphrey Bogart en- 
dured, keeping their love alive. After 
he died, she found consolation in her 
Amagansett home on the East End, 
when not garnering awards for her 
performances onstage and onscreen. 

Looking back on their paths to 
true romance, the outcome does not 
seem that far-fetched. The unlikely 
union succeeded, despite the age gap 
and earlier upsets. 

“The boy’s good, isn’t he?” 
Humphrey DeForest Bogart was 

born in New York City in 1899 and 
raised by a well-positioned but dys- 
functional family in Manhattan. 
They spent idyllic summers at Wil- 
low Brook, their Canandaigua Lake 
estate. When not sailing, he directed 
other wealthy boys in improvised 
performances based on film melo- 
dramas. In 1916, to his bitter disap- 
pointment, they relocated, summer- 
ing in a Fire Island cottage. 

Bogart was raised by a morphine- 
addicted father and an undemon- 
strative, career-obsessed mother 
who fought constantly. He was a 
poor student, albeit one who quoted 
Plato; he excelled at chess, was well 
read, and admired writers and intel- 
lectuals. But weak grades got him 
expelled from several prestigious 
private schools; he joined the Navy, 
then found work managing a touring 
theatrical production. The next year, 
1921, he landed a small part. His fa- 
ther, seated in the audience, said toa 
companion, “The boy’s good, isn’t he?” 

He learned from such talents as 
Spencer Tracy, who coined the nick- 
name “Bogie” in 1930 when they were 
filming Up the River. Bogie gave leg- 
endary performances in The Petrified 
Forest and other movies, and by the 
early 1940s was making classics such 
as The Maltese Falcon and Casablan- 
ca, perfecting his persona as the cyni- 
cal gangster with soul who eventually 
shows his noble side. 

His offscreen life, though, cried out 
for a major rewrite as he negotiated a 
tumultuous divorce. Enter Betty Joan 


Perske. 

“There is no way Bogie and I 
could be in the same room with- 
out reaching for one another, 
and it just wasn’t physical.” 

Bronx-born in 1924 to Jewish im- 
migrants from Poland and Romania 
who divorced when she was 6, Perske 
later said she had little or no love while 
growing up and remembered her fa- 
ther treating her mother badly. She 
was fascinated by the theatre, working 
as a Broadway usher in high school 
while Bogart became a star. But fi- 
nances were tight and she dropped out 
of the American Academy of Dramatic 
Arts, which did not offer scholarships 
to women. 

After some small Broadway and off- 
Broadway parts, her career was going 
nowhere, so she began modeling. Her 
1943 Harper’s Bazaar cover was no- 
ticed by Slim Hawks, who challenged 
her husband, famed director Howard 
Hawks, to work with the starlet. 

Hawks coached her in To Have and 
Have Not, advising her to speak in a 
lower register. She was so nervous 
that before the cameras rolled she had 
to lower her chin and look up into Bo- 
gart’s eyes, to still the shaking; thus 
was born “The Look.” The New York 
Times praised her “insinuating pose 
and a seductive, throaty voice.”

She became Lauren Bacall, remain- 
ing “Betty” to family and friends; to 
Bogie, she was “Baby.” They became 
lovers — “a real Joe,” he called her — 
and he divorced his wife. 

They married in 1945, made four 
more films together, then she stopped 
acting to raise their children. He won 
an Academy Award for The African 
Queen in 1951 and died of cancer in 
1957, leaving her a widow at 32. 


When asked about their 12-year 
marriage, Bacall said, “It was much 
too short. We had a lovely life togeth- 
er.” 

“She’s a real Joe. You'll fall 
in love with her like everybody 
else.” 

By the early 1960s, when not at her 
Manhattan apartment full of homages 
to Bogie, she had become a Hamp- 
tons regular, shopping at Iacono Fam 
and supporting fundraisers for Sag 
Harbor’s Bay Street Theatre and the 
Hamptons Film Festival, lending that 
throaty voice to Hampton Jitney ad- 
vertisements. 

“I talk to my birds, my trees. I love 
my house. It’s my haven,” she told Peo- 
ple magazine in 1981. 

The Washington Post’s Sally Quinn 
called Bacall “the personification of 
glamour.” Still, the star was normal, 
Quinn wrote: Her show business 
friends always felt she was one of 
them. 

Bacall returned to starring in films 
and Broadway plays, winning Golden 
Globes, Tonys, and an Oscar. Even 
after selling her Hamptons home in 
1995, she continued to support area 
arts organizations. 

She was 89 when she died in 2014.

Light in Lighthouse Not Bright Enough

petition is circulating through 

the Montauk fishing community 
about the strength of the light at the 
Montauk Lighthouse. 

This past summer, the United States 
Coast Guard put in a much weaker bulb 
than had been there before. They say 
it is an economic measure. Further- 
more, the bulb goes on only at night. 
The old one shone day and night. Also, 
they put in a much softer sounding fog 
horn than had been there before. The 
new one can only be heard on a foggy 
night from a distance of one mile away. 
The old one was able to warn mariners 
three miles away. 


This petition, which urges the Coast 
Guard to reconsider the matter, was 
the subject of two meetings in Mon- 
tauk last week, one with the Montauk 
Citizens Advisory Board and the other 
with the Montauk Chamber of Com- 
merce. It will be presented to the 
Coast Guard sometime before the end 
of the month. 

_ The Montauk Lighthouse has been 
warning mariners at sea about the 
presence of the end of Long Island 
since 1786. It is the second oldest 
lighthouse in America, having been 
authorized by Congress at the behest 
of President George Washington. 
Though the main structure of the 
lighthouse is now owned and main- 
tained by the Montauk Historical So- 
ciety, the light at the top is owned and 
maintained by the Coast Guard. It is 


supposed to help the Montauk fishing 
fleet and all other ships at sea. Even 
those with global positioning devices 
should be comforted by it, sounding 


_and flashing once every 24 seconds. It 


is not, as one mariner has put it, sup- 
posed to be a hindrance. 

A change involving the light at the 
Montauk Lighthouse was the direct 
cause of one of the worst maritime di- 
sasters in America in the 19th Century. 

In 1786, as mentioned, the Montauk 
Lighthouse went into service. Two gen- 
erations later, in 1856, a second light- 
house was built on the South Fork. Lo- 
cated at the southern entrance to the 
Shinnecock Canal, it was called the 
Ponquogue Light. It was a masterpiece 
of engineering, standing half again 
taller than the Montauk Lighthouse. 
It had a beacon which was every bit 


as powerful as Montauk, and when it 
went into service on January 1, 1856, 
it was given the blinking code that up 
until that time was being given out by 
Montauk. The Montauk Light changed 
over to a solid beam. 

Why they did this involved the same 
sort of paperwork logic that may have 
weakened the horn and light at the 
lighthouse this past summer. In the 
current case, the paperwork showed 
that it would be cheaper to use a dim- 
mer bulb and a softer foghorn. Back 
in 1856, the paperwork involved a 
map of Long Island. Heading out 
from New York to the east, the various 
lighthouses alternated between blink- 
ing beam and steady beam. The new 
lighthouse was to the east of the Fire 
Island Light, which was steady. There- 
fore the next lighthouse over, now 
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Ponquogue, should be blinking. The 
Montauk Lighthouse would change 
over to steady. It didn’t seem all that 
important to tell anybody. 

In the darkness of February first of 
that year, the lookout on the whaling 
ship Washington, coming up the coast 
on its way back to New Bedford, saw 
the blinking light of what he thought 
would be Montauk Lighthouse. No one 
told him about any new lighthouse. He 
climbed down and reported that infor- 
mation to his Captain. 

The Captain was puzzled by this in- 
formation. He had taken navigational 
readings around noon. There was no 
way this could be the Montauk Light- 
house. He ordered his ship to continue 
further east, at which point it came 
upon the Montauk Lighthouse which 
now had a steady beam for some rea- 
son. He tacked around Montauk and 
successfully sailed up to New Bedford. 

That the Washington had a very 
near miss because of the change in the 
beam of the lights seemed of little note 
to those in New Bedford. They sent the 
problem on to New York. But nothing 
further was done. 

Two weeks later, a three-masted 
schooner, the John Milton, had the 
same problem with a very different 
outcome. 

The John Milton, with a crew of 33, 
was returning to Sag Harbor after two 
years at sea. The men were excited

about returning home. And the. big 
winter snowstorm that hit their ship 
that night seemed no worse than some 
others they had endured. Soon they 
would see the familiar flashing beam 
of the Montauk Lighthouse to guide 
them around Montauk Point. 

The flashing light, however, seemed 
to come too soon. The Captain thought 
about it. Maybe the severity of the 
storm had pushed them to the east. He 
decided, and he wrote this as his log 
entry, that this had to be the Montauk 
Lighthouse, but nevertheless he was 
going to give it a very wide berth, com- 
ing around it about twenty miles out to 
sea. 

Through the darkness, the John Mil- 
ton headed east, and then, on the com- 
mand of the captain, came about and 
turned northward. Under full sail, the 
John Milton crashed through heavy 
seas and skidded to a halt on a sandbar 


just off the wide beach at Napeague, 
between Montauk and Amagansett. In 
minutes, the sea began to break it up. 

Much of the crew died aboard ship 
as the icy waters poured in, but others 
were either thrown or jumped into the 
freezing waters, where they thrashed 
about in the darkness until they froze 
to death. There were no survivors. 

In the morning, a surfcaster came 
upon the grisly scene. Townspeople 
from the nearby Village of East 
Hampton soon arrived and took 24 of 
the frozen corpses by wagon to Main 
Street in East Hampton where they 
were laid out by Hook Mill. In the 
midst of much weeping and wailing on 
the part of the townspeople, the min- 
ister at the Presbyterian Church held 
one of the saddest religious services of 
his life. Then the crew members were 
laid to rest, all 24 of them, in a mass 
grave in the North Burial Grounds by 


town pond. 

The next day, people on the beach 
heard a bell ringing over and over just 
offshore. Upon investigation, they 
found the main mast, covered with 
ice, with a piece of the deck planking 
on one end and the crows nest on the 


other, sticking up out of the ocean. On 


top was the ship’s bell. 

In spite of the terrible weather, res- 
cue workers were able to salvage this 
bell, and to this day it rings every Sun- 
day morning in East Hampton in the 
belfry of the meeting house of the big 
white Presbyterian Church, calling 
the congregation to services. _ 

The Montauk Lighthouse, as you 
may know, was saved from efforts by 
the Coast Guard to abandon it in 1968 
through the efforts of this newspaper. 


‘Subsequently, the erosion of the base 


of the cliff of the lighthouse was halted 
through the efforts of a woman named 
Georgina Reid, who spent twenty five | 
years every Sunday with a crew of vol- 
unteers installing a terracing system 
of vegetation to stop the slide of loose 
dirt and debris down the cliff face. 

The Ponquogue Light WAS knocked 
down after it was determined it was 
no longer needed. This was in 1948. 
The destruction was done by the Coast 
Guard, using dynamite. It had aban- 
doned two years earlier and was now 
deemed a safety hazard and a target 
for vandalism.

Writing Black America

e was drawn to it. 

Maybe it was that serene 
stretch of Havens Beach that beckoned 
him to cast off the noise of city streets 
and explore the bay. Perhaps it was the 
chance to keep company with other cre- 
ative artists. Or, possibly, it was finding 
freedom from the still-segregated so- 
cieties of the East End, New York City, 
and the Deep South of the 1950s. 

Before discovering that safe place, 
Langston Hughes, the “poet laureate 
of Harlem,” led the jazz-age Harlem 
Renaissance. The African American 
neighborhood's culture inspired poets, 
artists, musicians, and intellectuals 
to celebrate black consciousness in 
the 1920s and 1930s. Throughout the 
1940s, “Hughes, more than any other 
black poet or writer, recorded faithfully 
the nuances of black life and its frustra- 
tions,” wrote PBS Utah. 

By the 1950s, the social activist, nov- 
elist, playwright, and journalist — the 
man whose musical poetry anticipated 
that of the Beats, Black Arts poets, and 
rappers — was ready to remove his 
shoes and feel sand between his toes. 


A WELL-TRAVELED BUSBOY 

Descended from paternal great- 
grandmothers who were African 
American slaves and paternal great- 
grandfathers who were white slave 
owners, James Mercer Langston 
Hughes’ started life in Joplin, Mo., in 
1902. Abandoned by his father, the 
young boy was raised by his mother 
and maternal grandmother. Hughes 
later recalled being “unhappy for a long 
time, and very lonesome ... and I began 
to believe in nothing but books and the 
wonderful world in books — where if 
people suffered, they suffered in beau- 
tiful language.” 

In Illinois, his grammar school Eng- 
lish teacher stressed the importance 
of poetic rhythm. With only two black 
students in his class, he was elected 
class poet because “everyone knows 
— except us —that all ‘Negroes’ have 
rhythm,” he remembered wryly. So he 
started writing poetry. In high school, 
he read Carl Sandburg’s work, edited 
the yearbook, wrote for the school pa- 
per, and sent his work (unsuccessfully) 
to magazines. 

After graduation, he traveled to 
Mexico, down Africa’s west coast and 
to Spain on a freighter, and to Paris, ex- 


ploring what he called “racial rhythms;” 
African American publications and 
Vanity Fair magazine published his 
poems. 

He was influenced by the late Walt 
Whitman, whom he called “America’s 
greatest poet.” En route to Africa, in 
admiration of Whitman’s statements 
on equality with black slaves, Hughes 
tossed all his books overboard — except 
for Whitman’s Leaves of Grass. Hughes’ 
poem I, Too became popular: “I, too, 
sing America. I am the darker brother. 
They send me to eat in the kitchen ...,” 
He included Whitman poems in his 
anthology The Poetry of the Negro and 
recommended that black writers read 
Whitman. 

Back in the states, he pioneered jazz 
poetry's simple style and syncopated 
rhythms backed by jazz combos. While 
working as a dining room busboy in 
Washington, D.C., in 1925, he slipped 
his poem “The Weary Blues” beside 
the poet Vachel Lindsay's plate. After 
reading Hughes’ lines about the blues- 
man — “With his ebony hands on each 
ivory key he made that poor piano 
moan with melody. O Blues!” — Lind- 
say introduced the young poet-author 
to publishers. Hughes graduated from 
Lincoln University in Pennsylvania, 
the first historically black university, 
in 1929; his first novel, Not Without 


: on each ivory oe 
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piano moan - 
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O Blues!” 


Laughter, won the Harmon gold medal 
for literature. 

Starting in 1942, he worked for the 
New York Post and the Chicago De- 
fender; his poetry flourished, ignoring 
classical forms, incorporating impro- 
visational jazz and black folk rhythms. 


POETRY ON THE PORCH 

About 100 miles east of Manhat- 
tan, summer bungalows for upper- 
and middle-class African Americans 
sprang up in the 1940s and 1950s in Sag 


Harbor Hills, Azurest, and Ninevah, 
known as “SANS.” Returning World 
War II soldiers and other blacks bought 
properties because it was nearly impos- 
sible for them to get mortgages or have 
beach access anywhere else because of 
anti-black laws and attitudes that per- 
petuated mortgage discrimination and 
segregation. 

Hughes frequently headed to Nineveh 
Place in the 1950s to stay with his col- 
lege roommate, historian William 
Pickens. They read poetry on Pickens’ 
porch, about “workers, roustabouts, 
and singers, and job hunters...— people 
up today and down tomorrow, working 
this week and fired the next, beaten 
and baffled, but determined not to be 
wholly beaten ...,” wrote Hughes. 

He continued writing what he knew 
about loneliness, despair, and humor, 
and recorded spoken-poem albums 
with such jazz greats as Thelonious 
Monk and Charles Mingus before dying 
of prostate cancer in 1967. 

Hughes’ pioneering works have sur- 
vived for more than half a century: 
Today, Ice-T, Mos Def (Yasiin Bey), 
and other rappers celebrate: Hughes’ 
jazz poetry, and in Nineveh, the poetry 
porch is featured on the Literary Sag 
Harbor Walking Tour.

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Tips on How Kids 
Can Transition — 
Back to Being — 


Social

he tantrums have been one for the 

books, in between remote classes 
or after a long day of Zoom—out of the 
blue; my 11-year-old, who hasn’t had 
meltdowns since toddlerhood, dis- 
plays emotional highs and lows. When 
the kids are finally around other kids, 
while joyous, it can also go from zero 
to 60 over the simplest things. 

And the parents. I have seen out- 
bursts and have been on the receiving 
end of a fellow parent’s outburst, while 
both sides wondering afterward WTF 
just happened?! It is as if we have 
all been stuck in the same house for 
a year. Ahhh, yes, that is it, we have 
been in the same place for over a year. 
And now, as we slowly make our way 
back outside into the world, how can 
parents get their kids (and ourselves) 
back to socializing courteously and 
respectfully? 

I touched base with Dr. Christina 
Johns, Senior Medical Advisor for PM 
Pediatrics, with tips on how kids can 
transition back to being social. 


Has quarantine af- 
fected children’s 
development? 


While I think pediatricians and 
parents alike are very concerned that 
social development has been delayed 
because of isolation, the reality is 
that kids are pretty resilient, so we're 
hopeful they will bounce back once 
we emerge from the pandemic. That 
said, we currently don’t have enough 
long-term data to determine what 
developmental effects the pandemic 
will have on children, and we will be 
following that very closely in the years 
to come. Pediatricians are concerned 
because there is some data that sug- 
gests learning has slowed down, but 
the evidence-based answer is that we 
don’t know for sure yet. 


Kids have either been glued 
to a tablet or have had limited 


time with friends; 
as New York slowly 
re-opens, how can 
they transition into 
being social again? 

My recommendation 
to parents is to ease 
in slowly. I wouldn’t 
recommend that kids 
who haven’t had social time go to a 
sleepover right away, for example. In- 
stead, it’s a gradual transition. I sug- 
gest shorter playdates and one-on-one 
time to start, all the while reminding 
children to respect their peers’ physi- 
cal space. Before getting back to so- 
cializing, bring up the discussion of 
sharing depending on the child’s age. 

I also suggest reminding them of 
other general social norms, like man- 
ners and respect. It’s ultimately about 
easing in and gradually expanding 
from there. Always remember to be 
smart with outdoor playdates, struc- 
tured playdates with activities to pro- 
vide a format to help kids socialize 
easier. 


How can a kid deal with mis- 
understanding and hurt feel- 
ings once they start having 
more face-to-face time? I see 
this more than ever with my 
oldest when he is on Zoom with 
friends, and one hangs up or 
loses their temper easily. 

Role-modeling, the behavior you 
want to see in your child, is key. I also 
suggest scripting. In other words, talk 
to your child about how to navigate 
these kinds of situations before they 
actually happen, and you can arm 
them with strategies. 

I also recommend you “name the 
feelings.” Teach your child to say, “You 
seem upset right now,” to a peer, for 
example. Once it’s named and kids 
have a shared understanding of the 
situation, they can go ahead and try 
to resolve it. It doesn’t make sense, for 
example, to have a child apologize if 
they don’t know what they’re apologiz- 


ing for because that may not be appro- 
priate in the setting and doesn’t teach 
the strategies for conflict resolution 
for the future. 


What can a parent do if their 
child seems anxious or de- 
pressed as they get back to just 
being a kid but with all that 
it comes with (peer pressure, 
competitiveness, etc.)? 

I would encourage parents to make 
sure they know what the truly con- 
cerning signs of depression and anxi- 
ety are in order to determine when it’s 
time to speak to a pediatric physician 
for help. Those signs can manifest in 
a child getting so anxious that they 
can’t get through their activities of 
daily life, their sleep schedule seems 
to be thrown off, they are completely 
disengaged, grades are dropping, etc. 
Those are real signs depression and 
anxiety have taken over, and that 
is the time to actively seek care. It’s 
a great idea to start with a pediatric 
healthcare professional as they can 
often help to screen the child and give 
you the best guidance on the next 
steps. 

If you don’t feel like your child is 
exhibiting any of these truly con- 
cerning behaviors, but they seem 
anxious, starting to slowly ease 
back into normal life may be the 
best way to move forward. People so 
badly want to resume pre-pandemic 
activities right away; however, any 
kind of expectation that getting back 
to that in the immediate will lead to 
disappointment. As a parent, setting 
up some small successes for a child 
can help them regain confidence, so

they are less anxious about various 
situations going forward. 


As for parents, how do we set 
good examples for our kids? 

We practice what we preach. One 
thing that I encourage parents to 
keep in mind is the idea of balance. 
Try your best as a parent to set 
boundaries for yourself and do some- 
thing that’s actually engaging and 
social during the day. If you’ve been 
working all day, sitting in front of a 
screen, give yourself a break and go 
outside to chat with a neighbor. And, 
bring your child with you. If you start 
engaging in safe, social activities to- 
gether, your child is more likely to 
pick that up and do it independently.

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Pindar Damianos and Alethea Damianos Conroy 
The East End’s Keepers of the Cork

O n the North Fork, family and heritage grow on 
the vine at Pindar Vineyards. 

Perhaps the premier name in Long Island Wine 
Country, Pindar Vineyards has been a family affair 
for 40 years, lifting the spirit of North Fork residents 
and visitors alike. The Damianos family started Pin- 
dar Vineyards with an idea and has turned it into an 
institution—one that was awarded this month with 
the coveted Governor's Cup in the New York Wine 
Classic. 

Leading Suffolk County’s thriving wine country is 
no small feat. It is little-known that Suffolk routinely 
leads the state in agricultural production, with wine 
being one of the region’s top exports. 

Pindar Damianos, the vineyard’s namesake, is the 
general manager of the family-owned-and-operated 
winery and his sister, Alethea Damianos Conroy, is 
the company’s managing member. Under their lead- 
ership, the vineyard has been able to expand to na- 
tional notoriety for its 23 varietals and proprietary 
blends. Each year, the vineyard produces approxi- 
mately 70,000 cases of wine, shipped to be sold and 
enjoyed from the shores of the East End to across 
40 states. 

The visionary behind Pindar Vineyard was Dr. 
Herodotus “Dan” Damianos, Pindar’s and Alethea’s 
father, whose inspiration laid the foundation for the 
winery today. Dr. Damianos planted the first vines, 
with a goal of running a family-first operation. His 
care and compassion for the craft continue to be the 
lifeblood of the workmanship that is making wine— 
especially for Pindar. 

“We are the oldest family-run winery on the East 
End, and all of our family members are involved in 
the operation,” says Alethea. “My brothers and I 
work in all aspects of the business — from the tast- 
ing rooms, to the front office, to the sampling the 
wines before their release.” 

The coronavirus pandemic and New York State re- 
strictions impacted the Pindar operation. Like every 
business across the country, there were new hurdles 
to be overcome, new obstacles and challenges to be 
addressed in keeping people safe. 

What we all know, though, is that many on the 
East End were able to survive and thrive in the pan- 
demic, given that our beautiful Forks and quaint vil- 
lages became a more full-time home for city dwell- 
ers who sought the space and freedom past the Long 
Island Expressway’s end. 

“When we opened our doors for wine tastings, we 
found that a lot of people were flooding to the East 
End,” says Alethea. “We were thankfully able to ac- 
commodate our customers, able to give them a safe 
and enjoyable day - we heard first-hand: ‘thank you 
for being open... this is the first time we have felt 
normalcy, and that was very rewarding to us. When 
people came to Pindar, they had a day that they 
could enjoy and forget about the pandemic - at least 


for a little while.” 

“Even though we were shuttered from March to 
June, a lot of the business went online,” Pindar says. 
“Then, we saw growth in our distribution. People 
were buying more local, supporting local. There was 
a local movement, and we saw a lot of growth in that 
aspect.” oh ; 

When they reopened the doors and the tasting 
room, they were able to spread out tables across the 
property. 

“Our goal was to make people feel comfortable 
with social distancing,” he explains. “In July, peo- 
ple were wanting to come out and enjoy life again 
—safely—and we did that at the winery. Our vine- 
yard and our product made people feel comfortable 
and feel safe, at the same time. Long Islanders were 
looking for places to travel, and the East End was 
the place to go.” 

But, the craft and the trade stayed the same, and 
with the Governor’s Cup recognition for excellent 
wine, it seems like the fruits of Pindar’s labor might 
just be better than ever. 

“All of the credit needs to go to the team—it is a 
complete team effort,” Pindar adds. “It starts in the 
vineyard with the vineyard manager, to our wine- 
making staff, our head winemaker Erik Bilka, to our 
tasting room staff and our sales force that sells the 
wine in the market. This was the first time we ever 
made a stand-alone Gewlirztraminer; 2019 was an 
exceptional grape harvest and our head winemaker 
wanted the opportunity to come out with this wine, 
and put it out beneath the Dr. Dan label. 

“We thought it would be a beautiful wine that 
would honor-‘my dad—to end up winning the Plati- 
num and the Governor’s Cup, with a wine that was 
made for the first time this year... We knew that it 
was the perfect culmination,” Pindar continues. 

“At the time, the fruit was just so great,” Alethea 
adds. “Our tasting room manager, our winemakers 
all came together and said: ‘Let’s use Dr. Dan’s label 
for this exceptional wine. Of any of the wines were 
to have won, that the winners were the Dr. Dan’s la- 
bel, for us it was very special to be able to honor our 
dad in this way.” 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo called the 2019 Dr. Dan’s 
Signature Collection the state’s best white wine and 
Pindar Vineyards the “showcase” wine destination 
in the state of New York. 

The North Fork’s “Napa Valley” and its capital at 
Pindar Vineyards can only go so far as the support 
they get from residents and restaurants on the East 
End. To the Damianos family, the vineyard is noth- 
ing without the community who put them on the 
map. Pindar is available in hundreds of restaurants 
across Long Island and the country. 

“This is a combination of everyone—our custom- 
ers are everything,” Pindar says. “When you come 
to Pindar Vineyards, you are treated like family and 
that is why Pindar is so iconic in New York State, and 
you see it in respect and loyalty to our brand. When

you think of the wine industry on Long Island. This 
is why you think of Pindar. 

“There is another generation after this that loves 
the wine industry—they share the love that my father 
instilled in us,” he continues. “When my father was 
starting the winery, he was a trailblazer. Today, it’s 
different—me, in my 40s—it’s an established field, 
but we are still nurturing and innovating the move- 
ment and legacy of my father. I think that he would 
be proud of that, be innovative and keep to the tra- 
ditions, but add the next generation’s influence into 
our wine and East End Wine Country.” 

Adds Alethea, “We are continuing to grow and 
make our wines the best they can be—award-win- 
ning wines. We want to maintain our reputation as 
the State’s best wines—and a lot of this credit, also, 
deserves to be given to our customer base. It is ex- 
tremely rewarding to have customers that supported 
us through these difficult times. And, in my father’s 
vision, we like to continue to meet the goals that 
we all set together - and that is often experienced-

based, giving people an amazing time that they will 


remember, the way our father would have.” 

“The Damianos family has recently seen loss—we 
lost our dad and lost my brother Jason,” Pindar adds. 
“Jason was a trailblazer, too, who brought different 
winemaking techniques to Long Island, as well. This 
operation is a great way to honor our two family 
members—but this humbles us, keeps us grounded, 
and our work honors my father and my brother.” 

There’s an old expression in winemaking that 
wine is “sunshine held together by water.” I can 
think of no more fitting expression for an East End 
product, especially because our community is just as 
much sunshine, held together, by water, and the “salt 
of the Earth” people that call our oasis “home” and 
frequent the North Fork. 

Congratulations to Pindar Vineyards, the 2021 
Governor’s Cup Award Winner for White Wine, and 
to Pindar Damianos, the keeper of the cork.
